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A Terrible Storm and Destruction of

Loxpox, Ock, 16—0n Bunday night,
October 14, the most sudden and violent
gtorm experienced for many years on
the Enropean const burst over the Drif-
ish Islands.

(yesterday) morning. 'The wind fairly
howled over the elty, tearing every moy-
able ohject from its place, and whirling
the lighter ones like dend leaves throupgh
the streets and over the houses, Tts de-
stractive power was exhibited in the
suburban - districts still more markedly.
Exposed buildings, such as detached cot-
tages nnd villas, were untroofed and oth-
erwise wrecked, The ornamental shrub-
beries in the parks, and trees in many
parts of London were uprooted annd
seattered In fragments. On the river
below the London Bridge the gale was
fearfully heavy. As yel no correct esti-
mate can be formed of the amount of
damage inflieted on the shipping in the
Thames, but everything indieates that
it is very great, In other parts of og-
land the gale nmonnted to o perfect hur-
rleane, delaying trains on nearly all the
raflronds and unroofing buildings of
every kind.

Wasminarow, D.C, Oct. 17th, 1877.

All nttention is centered now of courne
in the Capitol, and the doings there. Bun-
day's traios wero literally londed with Con-
grossmen, so that Monday morning the
city was fairly alive with them, At an
early hour the corvidors of the Capitol
were crowded, the throng increasing min-
ute by minute, until the jam was almost
suffocating.
